Sentence of Perpetual Banish- 
ment to Be Passed on 
Miss Sittell, American, 


By the Associated Press. 
WALDMOHR, Germany, Dec. 31. 
—Banishment forever from Ger- 
many is expected to be the penalty 
imposed on Miss Elsa Sittell of New 


York, a naturalized American citi- 
zen, who it is alleged,- laughed at 
Nazi Storm Troop uniforms and said 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler was a Jew. 
The Judge who will hear the case 
said this sentence probably would 
be passed soon after New Year's. 
Thus Miss Sittell, 31 years old, 
who spent her ninth day incom- 
municado in a tiny cell of the jail 
here, may never again. see the 
aged parents she said she wanted to 
surprise with “fine presents.” 
was on the way to the Saar, where 
she was born, to vote in the Jan. 13 
plebiscite when arrested. 
Townspeople said she was jailed 
after a declaration she was going to 
vote against reunion with Germany, 
but the official version differed. 
Officials said she refused to pay 
.aty at the border on clothes, per- 


fumes and lip sticks which she was 


taking to her parents for Christ- 
mas when her baggage was in- 
spected on Dec. 23. 

Account of Police. 

Miss Sittell’s adventure, accord- 
ing to police, began in the station 
at Schoeneberg. 

“She objected to paying duty, 
saying her parents were poor and 
she wanted to surprise them with 
nice things,” said the officer who 
arrested her. 

“The customs men insisted that 
she pay and asked her to get off 
the train and wait for another one 
due half an hour later. Meanwhile 
they would figure what she owed. 
She asked for ‘an idiot’ to carry 
her 14 bags from the train. 

“This riled the customs n:-en, who 
replied, ‘There are none in Ger- 
many. We are all respectable men.’ 

“She went into the station restau- 
rant to await results and two 
Storm Troopers entered. Being 
German by birth, she speaks the 
language fluently and soon engaged 
the Brown Shirts in conversation. 
‘Those are awful uniforms you 
have,’ she said, ‘they’re no good.’ 

“This angered the Storm Troop- 
ers, who replied, ‘This is an honor- 
able uniform.’ The conversation 
continued on the same level when

WASHINGTON, Decy 31.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in a letter on the 
bonus issue, made public today, 
said that “those who advocate the 
payment of these certificates at 
this time for the purpose of stimu- 
lating business certainly cannot 
have given the interest of the vet- 
erans much thought.” 

The President’s letter, dated Dec. 
27, was addressed to Commander 
Garland R. Farmer of the Ameri- 
can Legion Post at Henderson, Tex. 
It replied to a letter from Farmer 
asking for information on the cash 
bonus issue. 

The text of President Roosevelt’s 
letter follows: 

“I appreciate your letter of re- 
cent date, and it is particularly in- 
teresting in that it confirms an 
impression that I have had for some 
time; that is, that the bonus ques- 
tion is not well understood even 
among the veterans themselves. 

“T am also particularly impressed 
with one paragraph of your letter 
which confirms another conviction 
I have that the service men gener- 
ally have the interests of their 
country and Government at heart. 

“T have had prepared for me a 
memorandum which outlines in de- 
tail exactly what Congress did in 
1924 when they authorized the is- 
suing of the adjusted service cer- 
tificates known generally as the 
‘bonus. This memorandum I am 
inclosing herewith. 

Bonus Law of 1924. 

“T am sure that you will find in 
this memorandum sufficient _in- 
formation to enable you to decide 
for yourself the stand you should 
take on this issue as well as being 
in a position, as I feel you should 
be, to advise legionnaires who come 
to you seeking information in re- 
gard to the immediate payment of 
the balance due on the adjusted ser- 
vice certificates. 

“It is quite apparent from your 
letter in which you advise me of 
the reasons why the service men 
are demanding immediate payment 
of the bo~ .s, that there is a general 
misunderstanding in regard to the 
Government’s obligation in this mat- 
ter. 

“When, in 1924, Congress decided 
to issue the adjusted service certi- 
ficates, they actually authorized a 
bonus of $1,400,000,000, but because 
of the stand taken at that time by 
those advocating the measure who 
felt that it would be in the interest 
of the service men themselves, this 
cash outlay was not made imme- 
diately, but was deferred for 20 
years. 

Compound Interest Feature. 

“Because of this deferment the 
cent’ so that the $1,400,000,000 in- 
vested for the service men at four 
per cent compounded = annually, 
would mature in 20 years $3,500,- 
000,000. 

“Or putting it another way, sup- 
pose that a veteran’s original grant 


| by Congress in 1924 was $400 and 


'the veteran did not borrow on his 


certificate, permitting the interest 
to accummulate to maturity, the 
$400 would grow so that it would 
pay the veteran when due in 1945 
1590. 

“In other words, the amount 
which is printed upon the face of 
every adjusted service certificate is 
not the amount of the basic or orig- 
inal bonus voted by Congress, but is 
an amount, plus 25 per cent added 
for deferred payment which with 
interest at four per cent compound- 
ed annually over a 20-year period, 
will produce the face or maturity 
value. 

“This would seem to dispose of 
the question as to whether the obli- 
gation is immediately due. 

Some Borrowing Exceed Value. 

“There is another feature in con- 
nection with this matter that im- 
presses me, and that is the fact 
that out of 3,500,000 certificates out- 
standing 3,038,500 veterans have 
borrowed thereon approximately 
$1,690,000,000. 

“In other words, some have bor- 
rowed more than the present worth 
of their bonus certificates. 

“This is brought about by the 
action of Congress permitting a 
veteran to borrow up to 50 per 
cent of the face, or maturity, value 
of his certificate, even though that 
certificate may have been issued 
only a few days before the loan is 
made. 

“Of course, all the _ certificates 
were not issued at the same time

INCREASE IN RUSSIAN BREAD 
PRICES IN EFFECT TOMORROW 


Abolishing of Rationing Expected to 
Pinch Workers and 
Peasants. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 31.—Stalin’s de- 
cree abolishing bread cards tomor- 
row and forcing the population to 
buy its bread stuffs in open shops 
calls for further sacrifices by both 
peasants and workers in the inter- 
est of more stable national econ- 
omy. 

Wages are increased only 10 per 
cent to meet the higher food cost, 
while bread prices are fixed at 
amounts ranging from 40 to 100 per 
cent higher than those of rationed 
bread. Bread is the chief food of 
most Russians. 

The new regulations affect col- 
lective grain farmers who have ac- 
cumulated supplies of wheat and 
rye, which they hoped to sell in the 
open market. The Government has 
accumulated sufficient surpluses to 
stop speculation in grain and elim- 
inate the double price system. 

Furthermore the Government will 
increase the prices it pays for cot- 
ton, hemp, flax, tobacco, fish, fur 
and various other raw materials re 
quired by industries. This will in- 
crease prices of many manufactured 
articles rationed under ordinary 
commercial price fixing. 


DRASTIC POWERS GIVEN 
TO HEAD OF BERLIN BOURSE 


Authority of Council Transferred to 
President of the Stock 
Exchange. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Dec. 31.—The right to 
influence Stock Exchange rates in 
order to “safeguard the interests of 
German economy” was given to the 
president of the Berlin Bourse in a 
new decree by the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday. 

The decree, effective tomorrow, 
transfers powers from the Bourse 
council to the president of the 
Stock Exchange, such as granting 
permission to deal at the Bourse, 
permission for the quotation of 
Shares in new isSues and the like. 
The fixing and publication of offi- 
cial quotations on grain and metal 
also are transferred to the presi- 
dent. 

Brokers and bankers who try to 
influence quotations by spreading 
rumors can be suspended for a 
year, it is provided. 

The president can exclude bank- 
ers and brokers completely from 
the Bourse for acts “detrimental to 
the interests of German economy,” 
and, among others, for “personal 
reasons.” 


LAST DAY TO PAY CITY 
TAXES WITHOUT PENALTY 


Total of $18,098,473, or 64 Per Cent 
of the Levy, Collected 
Thus Far. 

The Collector's office at City Hall 
was thronged today with persons 
paying their real estate and person- 
al property taxes. Those who pay 
today will escape the penalty of 1 
per cent a month for delinquency, 
and will receive a discount of one- 
fourth of 1 per cent. Most of the 
large realty owners and corpora- 
tions paid their bills in October, 
when a discount of three-fourths 
of 1 per cent was given, or in No- 
vember, when the discount was one- 
half of 1 per cent. 

Including mail opened yesterday, 
the total of receipts up to today 
was $18,098,473, or 64 per cent of 
the tax levy of $28,218,616. The 
Collector’s staff expects, with to- 
day’s receipts, to excel the record 
of 1933, when 70 per cent of the 
tax levy was paid. 

The office closes at the usual 
time, 5 p. m., today, but letters 
postmarked up to midnight, con- 
taining checks and money orders, 
will be accepted in payment with- 
out penalty.

IN PLOT LEADING 
TO NASH KILLINGS 


Woman Companion of 
Verne Miller Admits Part 
in Conspiracy Before 


Kansas City Murders. 


TRIAL OF SEVEN 
OTHERS GOES ON 


Jury Is Quickly Chosen in 
Federal Court—Judge 
Indicates Night Sessions 
Will Be Held. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 31.— 
Mrs. Vivian Mathis, one of eight 
defendants in the Union Station 
machine gun murder case, pleaded 
guilty to the first of the three 
counts against her today imme- 
diately after a jury of farmers and 
business men had been chosen in 
Federal Court to try the eight on 
charges of conspiracy to obstruct 
justice. 

Mrs. Mathis, who lived here as 
the wife of Verne Miller, alleged to 
be one of the actual killers, was 
said to have had previous knowl- 
edge of the plan to deliver Frank 
Nash, convict, which led to the kill- 
ing of four officers and Nash in 
the station plaza, June 17, 1933. 
Miller, once a deputy sheriff in the 
Dakotas, later was killed by gang- 
sters in Detroit. 

The count to which Mrs. Mathis 
pleaded guilty was that of conspir- 
ing to free a Federal prisoner. 
United States Attorney Milligan an- 
nounced the other two counts 
against her would be dismissed. 
Judge Merrill E. Otis said sentence 


would be deferred until the end of ! 


the trial of the other defendants. 

The other defendants are Mrs. 
Frances Nash, widow of the convict, 
Frank Nash, Louis Stacci, Frank 
B. Mulloy, Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
T. Galatas and Mr. and Mrs. Her- 
bert A. Farmer. 

Outiine vf Charges. 

Judge Otis outlined the three 
counts against the defendants. He 
said they were charged with con- 
spiring to free a prisoner in the cus- 
tody of the Attorney-General of the 
United States, with conspiring to 
conceal the prisoner, and with con- 
spiring to rescue or attempt to 
rescue the prisoner, and that vari- 
ous Overt Acts were committed in 
connection with the three charges. 

Judge Otis said the case must 
be completed in a week as he was 
obliged to be in St. Joseph, Mo., vo 
conduct a trial there next Monday. 
His remarks were taken to mean 
that night sessions would be held. 

The jury was chosen in rapid fire 
order after Judge Otis had lim- 
ited questioning cf the jury panel 
of 28 men to 30 minutes. 

Mrs. Mathis’ plea aroused specu- 
lation on the possibility she might 
be used as a Government witness. 

Each of the three counts on which 
the defendants are charged is pun- 
ishable with a maximum sentence 
of two years in the Federal peni- 
tentiary and $10,000 fine or both. 

Three Alleged Killers. 

The actual killers, the Govern- 
ment alleges, were Charles (Pretty 
Boy) Floyd Miller and Adam 
Richetti. Both Floyd and Miller 
are dead and Richetti is in jail here 
awaiting trial for murder. 

Nash, captured at Hot Springs, 
was brought here by train and 
was being placed in an automobile 
when three gunmen appeared and 
ordered escorting officers to raise 
their hands. None obeyed and the 
three opened fire. Nash, Otto Reed, 
Chief of Police at McAlester, Ok.; 
Raymond Caffrey, a Federal agent, 
and two city detectives, Frank Her- 
manson and William Grooms, were 
killed. R. E. Vetterli and Frank 
Smith, both Federal agents, were 
wounded. 

The Government's case 
on the premise that Mrs. Nash, 
informed of her husband’s arrest, 
communicated by telephone with 
Stacci and the Farmers, who got in 
touch with Mulloy, Galatas and 
Mrs. Mathis, to the end that Miller, 
Floyd and Richetti were on hand 
at the station plaza to rescue Nash, 
who was killed by mistake. 

Witness in Plane Crash. 

John Stover, one of the Govern- 
ment’s principal witnesses, narrow- 
ly escaped death yesterday when 
his plane crashed into a mountain 
near Winslow, Ark., he told United 
States Attorney Milligan today. 
Stover, a Hot Springs (Ark.) pilot, 
was en route here for the trial with 
Edward Ferguson, also a pilot. He 
said bad weather forced him to fly 
at low altitude and that he was fol- 
lowing the Frisco Railroad in order 
not to become lost. The tracks run 
through a tunnel at Winslow. Sto- 
ver’s plane crashed into the moun- 
tain and was seriously damaged, 
The flyers escaped with minor in- 
juries. Stover completed the trip 
by train. 

Stover is said by the Government 
to have flown Mrs. Nash and Ga- 
latas from Hot Springs to Joplin, 
Mo., shortly before the killings.

PILOT SAYS RESCUERS

Party Too Weak From Expo- 
sure, Hunger to Keep Fire 
Going Another Night.

MOREHOUSEVILLE, N. Y., Dec. 
31.— We crashed about midnight Fri- 
day after hanging over Piseco until 
about 11:30 p.m. We smashed into 
scattered hard wood, second-year 
growth. 

Leaves were sheared off, the fu- 
selage ripped and the cabin partly 
crushed. We made a lean-to of the 
wings, lighted a fire in front of it 
and got under cover. 

It was very cold. We had no 
warm clothing. We suffered a 
dealgreat deal. If the Pertello boys 
had not got here when they did, 
we couldn't have kept a fire going 
last night. 

We were too weak..Our first food 
came from them. We got more 
at 1:30 a. m. from a Massachusetts 
plane, blankets, sandwiches and 
coffee.

Four Robbers Loot Grocery Com- 
pany Headed by C. W. Pershall, 
1930 Kidnaping Victim. 

The office of the Tri-City Gro-

10 BERLIN FOUND 
DEAD IN NEW YORK 


Body of Ernesto Chacon 
Quirola Discovered in 
Vestibulé of Building — 
Apparently Robbed.

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—Ernesto 
Chacon Quirola, Ecuadorian envoy 
to Germany, was found dead today 
in the vestibule of a building at 69 
West Fifty-second street, under cir- 
cumstances regarded by police as 
mysterious. 

The diplomat’s clothing was dis- 
hevelled and a single dollar bill was 
found in his pockets. A black over- 
coat was thrown across the body 
and a brown felt hat was beside it 
when a policeman made the discov- 
ery. 

Police were of the opinion that he 
had been robbed. There were no 
marks of viodlence on his body. 

Legation officials at Washington 
said Chacon was the newly appoint- 
ed Minister from Ecuador to Ger- 
many. He was on his way to his 
new post in Berlin. 

At the office of the Ecuadorian 
Consul-General it was said Chacon 
was given his appointment Dec. 2. 
Previously he had been Charge d’Af- 
faires at London and secretary to 
the Minister of Foreign Relations 
in Ecuador. 

Accompanied by his wife, Nancy, 
and their child, he had arrived on 
the liner Santa Barbara last Tues- 
day. They proceeded to Washing- 
ton and visited the Ecuadorian Min- 
ister to this country, C. E. Alfaro. 


CITIES RESTORING PAY CUTS 


12 Places of 50,000 or More Have 
Taken Such Action. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—A survey by 
the American Municipal Associa- 
tion and the United States Confer- 
ence of Mayors shows 12 cities of 
50,000 or more population have ful- 
ly restored salary cuts made in 
depression years. Four of these 
made full restoration in the last 
six months and two others—East 
St. Louis aand Boston—will have 
done so by Jan. 1. 

In 44 cities, including Chicago, 
Detroit, St. Louis, Baltimore, San 
Francisco aand Cincinnati, pay 
cuts have been restored in part or 
will be so restored. The _ report 
shows 65 of the 126 cities reporting 
have as yet made no move to re- 
store salary cuts. 


BANK HOLDUP IN BUDAPEST 


Cashier and Innocent Youth Killed; 
Called “American Crime.”

By 11:30 a. m, the trip to More- 
houseville had _ started, through 
three feet of snow and at tempera- 
tures about 30 degrees below zero. 

Hamilton Chequers, a foreman of 
the CCC, who went with the group, 
returned early and told of the joy 
with which the four who crashed 
the hillside greeted their rescuers. 

He said one of the Dryers, either 
Ernest, the pilot, or his brother, 


Dale, the co-pilot, had a wrenched 
hip and would be taken out later 
by sled. Dryer’s injury was only 
serious enough to prevent his walk- 
ing. 

Woodsmen First on Scene. 

The Hoffmeister woodsmen, in- 
cluding Lester Pertello and Floyd 
Krueger, attempted to take the fly- 
ers to their home. State police, 
National Guard flyers and airline 
company officials has taken part 
in the rescue of the four. 

The four, Ernest Dryer, pilot of 
the airliner; his brother, Dale, co- 
pilot; J. H. Brown of Boston, Amer. 
ican Airlines pilot flying as a pas- 
senger, and R. W. Hambrook of 
Washington, were located from the 
air last night, but not reached from 
the ground until nearly midnight. 
Then Pertello and _ his brothers, 
John and Charles, struggled 
through with Krueger from Hoff- 
meister. : 

A CCC ambulance’ with a physi- 
cian started from Speculator for 
Morehouseville. 

Pilot Al Mitchell of the Massa- 
chusetts National Guard, circling 
the spot at the time most of the 
group departed, said that Dryer and 
the remaining rescuer were attempt- 
ing to patch up the radio of the 
wrecked plane. 

The CCC men planned to give the 
survivors emergency treatment at 
Morehouseville, then take them to 
hospitals either at Herkimer, Utica 
or Little Falls. One of the four was 
said to have been frozen badly. 


Lieut. C. C. Jakway of the Mas- 
sachusetts National Guard dropped 
food to the wrecked plane at 8 a. 
m. after dropping a flare as a sig- 
nal. He said he was sure the men 
saw and heard his ship and re- 
ceived the food. 

Lieut. Emerson returned to Al- 
bany 40 minutes after Jakway and 
said: 

“I dropped food successfully to 
the marooned men. The parachute 
which lowered the food caught in 
a tree. There were six or eight men 
with the flyers. They were forced 
to cut down the tree to get the 
food. I didn’t see any other searche 
ers in the vicinity.

Reed relieved me and I returned 
here.”

Lenient NRA Attitude. 


The NRA, it has been learned, 
doés not take such a severe attitude | 
toward the steel industry, although 
certain officials have lately come 
around to the view that price-fix- 
ing provisions should be eliminated 
from all codes. The NRA report 
submitted to the President Dec. ? 
represents this lenient attitude. 

NRA officials asked for a confer- 
ence with the Federal Trade Com- 
mission two weeks after the sub- 
mission of the two reports to the 
White House, but although the rep- 
resentatives of the two agencies 
were closeted for more than an hour 
there was no reconciliation and the 
Trade Commission refused to with- 
draw its report. 

One of the views said to have 
been expressed was that the steel 
trade is now showing greater ac- 
tivity, and that any disturbance of 
its price schedules would retard 
this recovery. The Trade Commis- 
sicn has said that the basing-point 
system should not be tolerated eith- 
er in a code or in practice. 


Darrow Board's Report. 

The Darrow Review Board devot- 
ed considerable attention to the 
basing-point system and in its re- 
port to the President last May said 
in part: 

“It was impossible to escape the 
conclusion from the testimony of- 
fered that the misfortunes of the 
small enterprise in this (steel and 
iron) industry were multiplied by 
the grotesque absurdities of whut 
is called the ‘basing point’ systetn, 
or phantom freight rates, The origin 
of this huge evil was the insane 
practice of the railroads in wrench- 
ing freight rates cut of their nor- 
mal relations to obtain competitive 
enterprises, but the present extent 
of the disease is far beyond railroad 
medication. It plagues many in- 
dustries, and from the testimony be- 
fore us we conclude that the peo-

“It is part of the evil wrought 
by the ‘basing point’ madness that 
it has produced hothouse industries 
in localities where they have no 
natural right to exist, and that any 
attempt to return now to the meth- 
ods cf sanity would be greeted with 
an outcry from the vested interests 
thus artificially planted and nour- 
ished. Yet it is equally true that 
80 long as these conditions exist 
they will work hardship, bulwark 
monopoly, and crush the small 
man.” 

Richberg’s Reply. 

Answering the Darrow board, 
Donald Richberg, then general 
counsel of the NRA and now chief 
conciliator of the administration 
through the National Executive 
Council, said:

Official Memorandum on Bonus 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31. 

OLLOWING is the memo- 
Frrandum regarding adjusted 

compensation or the bonus, 
attached to President Roose- 
velt’s letter on the subject: 

“The Congress, by the pas- 
sage of the act of May 19, 1924, 
provided for the granting of 
additional compensation to each 
veteran, with certain specified 
exceptions, or $1" per day for 
services in the United States 
and $1.25 per day for services 
over seas, in excess of the first 
60 days of services. 

“The amount thus determined 
was increased by 25 per cent 
because of deferment of pay- 
ment. 

Using the aggregate as a net 
single premium according’ to 
the American experience table 
of mortality with interest at 4 
per cent per annum,  entitle- 
ment was granted to the vet- 
erans to payment, 20 years after 
1925 or date of application, of 
a sum approximately two and 
one-half times that of the basic 
adjustment. 

Difference Made by Interest. 

The 150 per cent’ increase 
represents the additional 
amount granted because of de- 
ferment of payment and _ the 
compound interest. Thus, an 
original grant of $400 in 1925 
would enlarge itself to $1000 in 
1945. If in 1925 the $1 and

DROWNED WHEN BOAT SINKS 


All Men on Passenger Craft Be- 
lieved to Have Reached 
Shore.

TAMPICO, Mexico, Dec. 31.—At 
least - 2 women and children 
drowned yesterday in the sinking 
of a passenger launch in the Pan- 
uco River north of here.

FIVE MEXICAN 
CATHOLICS KILLED 
BY RED SHIRTS 


57 Youths Rushed to Prison 
After Threats of Attack 
on Jail in Mexico (D. F.) 
Suburb.

MEXICO, D. F, Dec. 31. _Fifty- 
seven young members of a revolu- 
tionary “Red Shirts” organization, 
charged with killing five defense- 
less Catholics just outside their 
church yesterday, were transferred 
to the Federal penitentiary today 
as armed reserves held back 
aroused residents of suburban Co- 
yoacan. 

One of the Red Shirts was beaten 
to death by the townspeople yester- 
day and authorities ordered the 
prisoners removed after reports 
that residents were arming for an 
attack on the jail. 

Four men and a woman of the 
crowd which emerged from wor- 
ship fell dead under the volley fired 
at close range. The Red_ Shirt 
group was holding an anti-clerical 
demonstration almost at the door 
of the church. 

Government spokesmen denied 
the Red Shirt group was an offi- 
cial organization and said it would 
not be protected. 

The outbreak was the culmina- 
tion of a campaign against the 
church, religion and God” which 
the Red Shirts have been carrying 
on for a month. They first made 
their appearance in the capital as 
an escort for Tomas Garrido Cana- 
bal, Governor of Tabasco and Sec- 
retary of Agriculture in the Na- 
tional Cabinet. 

As the crowds left the church 
after hearing mass yesterday they 
encountered the anti-clerical dem- 
onstration, hissed the speakers and, 
according to the statements of nu- 
merous witnesses, the Red Shirts 
then drew revolvers and opened 
fire.

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A Summary of Arms Inquiry F indings 


Indictment of munitions makers by League in 1921 has been amplified by Senate in- 
vestigation, writer says; disclosures include unscrupulous sales methods, arming 


possible enemies and efforts to block peace moves; asserts public demands control 
of arms manufacture and trade; analyzes possible means of curbing evils exposed. 


William T. Stone in Foreign Policy Reports. 


N 1921, a League of Nations commission 
| set forth the objections generally raised 

against the private manufacture of arma- 
ments. It was said that armament firms 
have been active in fomenting war scares, 
have attempted to bribe Government offi- 
cials both at home and abroad, have dis- 
seminated false reports concerning military 
and naval programs of various countries, 
have sought to influence public. opinion 
through the control of newspapers and have 
organized international armament rings and 
international armament trusts which have 
increased the price of armaments. 

o ? . 

Some of these charges, such as_ those 
founded on the existence of international 
“trusts,” were based on conditions prevail- 
ing before the World War, and the evi- 
dence presented to the Senate committee 
showed that they do not exist in the same 
form today. Correspondence from the files 
of eight American corporations, however, 
established the fact that many of the abuses 
listed by the League commission are fairly 
common. The testimony also revealed other 
practices not enumerated in the League re- 
port. On the basis of the evidence placed 
before it, the Senate committee disclosed 
the following conditions: 

1. The national policy, as expressed in 
arms embargoes or international treaties, 
has been defied or circumvented by private 
armament interests operating for profit. 

2. Bribery is generally accepted as a neces- 
sary element in the promotion of sales. 

3. Selling arms simultaneously to both 
sides in time of war and arming revolution- 
ary and government factions in civil wars 
are common practices. 

4. Armament races between friendly coun- 
tries have been stimulated by armament 
firms working in competition or in associ- 
ation with other companies at home and 
abroad. 

5. Lobbies organized by armament firms 
have supported military and naval appro- 
priations and opposed embargoes and other 
restrictions on arms. 

6. British, German and American arms 
companies are linked together under pat- 
ent and sales agreements which provide for 
exchange of secret processes, division of 
profits and division of sales territories. 

7. National defense policies and foreign 
policies of governments are influenced, if 
not hampered, by secret agreements between 
private arms interests in different countries. 

8. Agencies of the United States Govern- 
ment encourage the promotion of foreign 
armament sales. The United States War and 
Navy departments release military designs 
to private armament firms and serve as 
Sales promotion agents in foreign markets. 

8. Under existing laws and regulations, the 
United States Government is powerless to 
control the shipment of arms to warring 
nations in violation of embargoes or to pre- 
vent mislabeling of shipments. 

* * * 


The conclusions to be drawn from the first 
stage of the Senate investigation are neces- 
sarily tentative. But the evidence already 
presented demonstrates beyond a doubt that 
private manufacture and sale of instruments 
of war is open to grave objections. It ex- 
poses a long list of abuses, ranging from un- 


scrupulous methods in the promotion of for- 
eign munitions sales to stimulating arms 
competition and obstructing peace efforts. 
It implies that private interests may be so 
powerful as to compromise or control Gov- 
ernment policies. 

The inability of the great Powers to pre- 
vent their nationals from supplying arms to 
Germany despite the provisions of the Ver- 
Sailles Treaty, the failure of peace efforts 
in the Gran Chaco and the ineffectiveness 
of arms embargoes would suggest that these 
interests have in fact defied the purposes 
of their governments. Finally, the evidence 
shows that the governments of the large 
arms-producing states have aided and en- 
couraged these private interests to assure 
adequate national defense in time of war. 

« e . 

In exposing these conditions, the Senate 
committee has revealed a paradox arising 
from the dual character of the munitions 
industry. Munitions firms are private cor- 
porations responsible to shareholders, whose 
chief concern is the prompt payment of 
dividends. Dividends can be paid out of 
profits, and profits depend on the sale of 
war materials in the world market, regard- 
less of political or social consequences. At 
the same time, munitions firms receive Gov- 
ernment aid in time of peace in recognition 
of the part they are expected to play in the 
mobilization of industry for war. Yet gov- 
ernments, when they encourage the develop- 
ment of the domestic munitions industry, 
are not only involved in the abuses of the 
industry but are forced to effect compro- 
mises with their own policies. For the evi- 
dence brought out by the Senate committee 
would seem to show that the pursuit of 
profits by munitions firms leads inevitably 
to such practices as bribery, sale of patents 
and secret processes to foreign countries 
and the arming of potential enemy states— 
practices which directly conflict with the 
interests and policies of their own countries. 

s * « 

The Senate investigation has evoked a 
strong public demand for control of the 
manufacture and trade in arms. Three pro- 
posals have attracted special attention: 

1. Total abolition of private manufacture, 
or creation of a governmental monopoly. 

2. Elimination of profits in time of war. 

3. International regulation of manufacture 
and trade. 

It is argued that the abuses shown by the 
investigation cannot be ended as long as 
private interests are free to profit from the 
sale of arms. The Government, it is con- 
tended, should take over the manufacture. 
In time of war, private manufacture might 
be permitted under Government supervision, 
with drastic laws imposing a tax from 95 
to 98 per cent on all incomes over $10,000. 

Objections have come from national de- 
fense advocates, leaders of the munitions in- 
dustry and others, who argue that suppres- 
sion of private manufacture would “cripple 
our national defense.” The War and Navy 
departments support this view. During the 
World War, the Government purchasing list 
contained no less than 700,000 separate items. 
These enormous requirements, according to 
the War and Navy departments, can be met 
only by private industry.

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JOSEPH B. GIVENS, 
ARCHITECT, DIES 


Retired Builder Gave $800,000 
to Washington U. Archi- 
tectural School. 


Joseph B. Givens, retired archi- 
tect and builder, who gave $800,- 
000 to the Washingtcn University 
architectural school four years ago, 
died of Bright’s disease and uremic 
poisoning at 4:45 a. m. yesterday at 
Deaconess Hospital. He was 75 
years old and had been_Jill for about 
12 days. 

Born in St. Louis, he studied for 
a time at Washington University, 
then entered the construction busi- 
ness with his father, Joseph W. 
Givens. The elder Givens erected 
the original university structures at 
Seventeenth street and Washington 
avenue, the profit from that work 
starting the family fortune. 

Not long after his father’s retire- 
ment, Mr. Givens also withdrew 
from business, 40 years ago. He 
had agreed with his father, who 
died in 1915, and his brother, Har- 
ry W. Givens, who died in 1920, that 
a substantial gift should be made 
to the university.

~ Opinion of Federal Judge Otis 
Holding That Congress Has No 
Power to Fix Retail Prices 


Sale of Goods to Consumer Is Not Interstate 
Commerce, He Says in Ruling on 
Lumber Code.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 29.—In 
his opinion holding that Congress 


has no. power to fix prices and that 
the retail price-fixing provisions of 
the NRA code for the lumber in- 
dustry are illegal, Federal District 
Judge Merrill E. Otis discussed at 
length the power of Congress to 
regulate interstate commerce. He 
reached the conclusion that a sale 
at retail accompanied by delivery 
of the goods into the hands of the 
purchaser is not interstate com- 
merce such as Congress has power 
to regulate, although the goods pre- 
viously may have moved in inter- 
state commerce. 

The reasoning by which Judge 
Otis reached his conclusion is shown 
by quotations from the opinion, 
which was announced last Thurs- 
day. | 

The case was brought by the Gov- 
ernment, seeking an injunction to 
restrain the Sutherland Lumber Co., 
with retail yards in Nebraska, Iowa, 
Missouri and Oklahoma, from sell- 
ing lumber at prices less than were 
fixed in the NRA lumber code. It 
was charged specifically that the 
company had sold four bundles of 
shingles for $4.25 when the code 
price was $5.20; that in another in- 
stance the company sold for $1.80 a 
bunch of shingles for which the 
code price was $3.10, and that its 
price for two bundles of shingles 
was $2.13 when the code price was 
$2.60. 

Question to Be Decided. 

Stating the question to be decided, 
Judge Otis said: 

“The prime question for decision 
is whether the Congress has power 
to fix or to authorize executive of- 
ficers to fix minimum prices below 
which a retail lumber dealer may 
not sell lumber products. It is re- 
stricted to the case of a_ dealer 
whose stock of lumber originated in 
states other than that in which his 
yard is located and who sells to 
some customers from other states 
who have come to his yard to pur- 
chase for cash and for delivery at 
ae ward. ... . 

“Section 3 of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act authorizes the 
President to approve codes of fair 
competition for trades and indus- 
tries, makes the provisions of any 
code so approved standards of fair 
competition for the trade or indus- 
try involved and vests the district 
courts of the United States with 
jurisdiction to restrain any code 
violation in any transaction in or 
affecting interstate or foreign com- 
merce. Pursuant to this act the 
President on Oct. 3, 1933, approved 
a code for the retail lumber trade. 
One of its provisions is that ‘no 
person ghall sell lumber, lumber 
products, building materials or 
building specialties . below 
This provision of the code 
has been interpreted in its adminis- 
tration as meaning that no person 
shall sell lumber, etc., below mini- 
mum prices fixed by code authori- 
ties.” 

He explained that the business 
was on a cash and carry plan, the 
customer paying for the goods and 
taking them away, and continued: 

“Conceiving and being advised by 
counsel that with a business of the 
plan and nature just described, 
they had the lawful right to sell 
their own merchandise at prices 
fixed by themselves rather than at 
prices fixed for them by executive 
officers of the Federal Government, 
the defendants did exactly 
ae 

“While the prime question for de- 
cision is that stated in the first sen- 
tence of this opinion, two prelimi- 
nary matters must be considered 
before that question is reached. The 
first is this: Did Congress purport 
to authorize price fixing? And the 
second: If Congress did authorize 
price fixing, were the prices below 
which the defendants are charged 
with selling fixed pursuant to that 
authorization or outside of it? 

No Express Authorization. 

“The statute certainly does not 


expressly authorize the President or 


any other to fix retail lumber or 
any prices. It does authorize the 
President to approve for certain in- 
dustries codes of fair competition 
and gives to the approved codes the 
force of law. If a price-fixing code 
is not a code of fair competition 
then it is net one which the statute 
authorizes. 

“To call a set of regulations a 
code of fair competition does not 
make it one. Any given set of 
regulations, if challenged, or any 
regulation in the set, if challenged, 
must be tested to determine wheth- 
er it has any possible relationship 
to the subject of fair competition. 

“The statute does not define the 
phrase ‘fair competition’ but that 
phrase and the words in it are 
common and of well understood 
significance. ‘Fair’ competition is 
‘open,’ ‘equitable,’ ‘just’ competi- 
tion. It is a competition which is 
‘fair’ as between competitors and 
as between any of them and his 
eustomers. But ‘fair’ competition 
must still be ‘competition.’ The ad- 
jective does not destroy the noun. 
Competition is ‘the effort of two 
or more parties, acting indepent- 
ently, to secure the custom of a 
third party by the offer of the most 
favorable terms.’ (Webster's New 
International dictionary.) To pro- 
hibit one of two who are dealing 
in the same commodity to offer that 
commodity at a lower price than 
the other offers it is not to effect 
fair competition but is to destroy 
competition in its very essence. 

Pe <-ggeeneny of Competition. 

eppatite no er must be the 

Unfair competition. ‘Un- 


fair competition’ many times has 
been judicially defined. ‘The es- 
sence of the wrong in unfair com- 
petition consists in the sale of 
goods of one manufacturer or ven- 
dor for that of another. Howe 
Scale Co. vs. Wyckoff, 198 U. S. 
118,140; Hanover Co. vs. Metcalf, 
240 U. S. 403,412. In the multitude 
of cases, Federal and state, which 
have dealt with the subject of un- 
fair competition it is doubtful if 
there can be found one in which 
the underselling by one of another, 
without any fraud or misrepresenta- 
tion, was held to be unfair competi- 
tion. If so selling is not unfair 
competition it is fair competition. 
When Congress used that phrase 
the presumption is it used it as the 
phrase generally is understood. 
“But whether it can be said that 
Congress did not intend to author- 
ize price fixing to any extent what- 
ever when expressly it only author- 
ized approval of codes of fair com- 
petition it certainly must be said 
that it did not authorize arbitrary 
price fixing. Any price fixing is in- 
consistent with the historic concep- 
tion of competition but if that con- 
sideration be laid aside and if it be 
said that one who sells his own 
goods in competition with other 
vendors of like goods may be un- 
fair to them when he undersells 
them that conclusion must be 
reached through the application of 
some rational standard of fairness 
and not by the ipse dixit of an offi- 
cial. And the standard must be one 
that can be expressed in formula. 
If it is not one that can be so ob- 
jectively perceived then in no true 
sense is it a usable standard; at 
most it is no more than the whim 
of an individual. 
“In the statute enacted by Con- 
gress no standard for determining 
what is fair competition is provid- 
ed. The standards already estab- 
lished in the law and any other ra- 
tional standard were, therefore, 
available for use. In the code in- 
volved in this case the standard ap- 
proved, so far as concerned the 
matter of prices, is this: ‘It is un- 
fair competition for a dealer to 
sell lumber products below their 
cost to him, plus the cost of selling.’ 
On the Borderline. 
“Let it be admitted arguendo that 
this is a rational and defensible 
standard. Although it is certainly 
on the very borderline between 
sense and nonsense. For innumer- 
able situations may be supposed in 
which a merchant would be justi- 
fied in selling below cost and in 
which no just charge of unfairness 
could be laid against him. The line 
certainly would be crossed and all 
relation to competition lost if the 
standard adopted were this: ‘It is 
unfair competition for a dealer to 
sell lumber products below what 
they would have cost some real or 
hypothetical competitor to be se- 
lected by the code administrator, 
plus that competitor’s cost of seil- 
ee es 

“In the code here no such false 
and irrational standard was pres- 
ent. But the administrator of this 
code usurped authority, first, to 
substitute for the standard provid- 
ed in the code a standard not pro- 
vided and which was false and ir- 
rational and, second, to attempt to 
enforce the substituted standard. 
These defendants are not charged 
with selling below their costs. They 
are charged with selling below cer- 
tain hypothetical costs apparently 
arrived at by averaging many 
costs, 

“It is true that the code provides 
that the administrator shall pre- 
scribe the method of calculating 
costs. Obviously that power does 
not include authority to prescribe 
a method which necessarily and 
surely will produce something oth- 
erthan any dealer’s actual costs. 

“It is true also that the adminis- 
trator of this code, after adopting 
a false and irrational method for 
determining any dealer’s ‘actual 
costs.’ officially decreed that’ the 
dealer’s actual costs shall be not 
less than the hypothetical costs so 
arrived at. Medieval alchemy 
scarcely could have wrought’ so 
marvelous a transmutation. 

Power of Congress. 

“Laying to one side the conclu- 
sions just stated we come now to 
the greater question touching the 
power of Congress under the Con- 
stitution either to fix prices below 
which goods may not be sold or to 
authorize the executive branch of 
the National Government to do 
that. We are concerned with that 
question, of course, only in so far 
as it is relevant to this case and 
as it affects the defendants. 

“The only suggested course of 
such power is clause 3 of Section 8 
of the First Article of the Consti- 
tution: “The Congress shall have 
power ... to regulate commerce 
... among the several states ...’ 
There is no pretense that the Na- 
tional Government has any such 
general price fixing power as the 
several states possess over busi- 
ness as affected with a public in- 
terest. ) 

“The only power of Congress un- 
der this clause is to ‘regulate com- 
merce among the several states. 
Congress derives from the clause 
no power whatever to regulate any- 
thing unless it is commerce among 
the states or is so. directly con- 
nected with it as that its regula- 
tion is necessary either to save 
from negation some affirmattve 
regulation or to keep commerce 
free and unburdened. 

“Are the sales maye by defend-

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clusion that a sale completed at a 
lumber yard could not possibly be 
an interstate transaction, and it 
did not matter that the goods may 
have been imported from another 
State, or even that the purchaser 
might ultimately carry them into 
another State; the transaction was 
completed at the point of sale and 
could not reasonably be held to af- 
fect interstate commerce in such 
a way as to render it subject to 
regulation by Congress, 

Judge Otis said: 

“The Supreme Court long since 
has decided that interstate com- 
merce ends when goods imported 
from another State have been 
brought to rest and are offered 
for sale. Brown v. Houston, 114 
U. S. 622; Public Utilities Comm. v. 
Landon, 249 U. S., 236,245. And 
the Supreme Court long since has 
decided that interstate commerce 
has not yet come into existence un- 
til the final movement of the things 
alleged to be in interstate com- 
merce has begun. Coe v, Errol, 116 
ig SS. Se | 
“But it is contended that defend- 
ants’ transactions, with their cus- 
tomers at least, so directly affect 
commerce among the states as to 


be subject to regulation by Con- 


gress. Whether that is true is a 
question which, it seems to me, also 
must be answered in the negative. 
“How can sales of lumber prod- 
ucts by defendants at prices lower 
than competitors charge for the 
same products affect interstate 
commerce? 

Court Gives Example. 
“The argument is that if there 
are two lumber yards in the town 
of X, one owned by A and one by 
B, if A sells shingles which he had 
imported from Oregon for $1 a 
bunch, whereas B can sell them 
only at $1.50 a bunch, A will have 
all the business and B will have 
none. Since B has no business he 
will not import shingles from Ore- 
gon. All the shingles in the town 
of X will be imported by A. The 
volume of interstate commerce in 
shingles so far as the town of X 
is concerned, will not be decreased, 
but the interstate commerce which 
B otherwise would carry on will be 
lessened and perhaps destroyed. 
So A’s sales at low prices affect 
interstate commerce by lessening 
B’s participation in that com- 
merce. 
“Does the power of Congress to 
regulate that which affects inter- 
state commerce go so far as to in- 
clude anything affecting interstate 
commerce in a manner so fanciful? 
If it is that comprehensive it 
reaches and includes almost every 
conceivable human action. 
“No one seriously will make such 
contentions. Even if Congress may 
regulate all that directly affects 
interstate commerce, the sale of a 
bunch of shingles by a retail lum- 
ber merchant, although that means 
that his competitor will import one 
bunch of shingles less than other- 
wise he would import, the sale of a 
bushel of wheat by a Kansas farm- 
er, although that sale means that 
a bushel of wheat will not be im- 
ported into Kansas which other- 
wise might be imported, these are 
not acts which directly affect in- 
terstate commerce. At the very 
most they are but circumstances 
which influence individuals in de- 
termining whether they will engage 
in interstate commerce. 
Meaning of Commerce Clause. 
“The business of defendants, so 
far as it is involved here, neither 
is interstate commerce nor does it 
directly affect such commerce. If, 
however, each of these conclusions 
is rejected the question still re- 
mains: Under the commerce clause 
does Congress have the power to 
fix prices of things sold in inter- 
state commerce or in transactions 
which do directly affect such com- 
merce? | 

“Tf the first subdivision of this 
question is answered in the negative 
the second subdivision necessarily 
will be so answered. Only the first, 
therefore, need be considered. 

“If the power to regulate com- 
merce among the states includes 
the power to fix the prices at which 
things are sold in such commerce 
then that power, like every other 
vested in Congress, is limited only 
by the discretion of Congress, un- 
less limited by some other constitu- 
tional provision. 

“Shall the commerce clause then 
be interpreted as if it read: ‘The 
Congress shall have power to regu- 
late commerce among the several 
states, including the power to fix 
prices at which persons may sell in 
such commerce their property?’ 

“If an overheated imagination 
can suppose that the Convention 
would have dared to write such a 
commerce clause as that, it re- 
quires no imagination whatever to 
conclude that the Constitution with 
such a clause unanimously would 
have been rejected by the states. 
Too recently the people of the 
United States had suffered from 
what they regarded as tyranny to 
be led into the voluntary creation 
of a tyranny infinitely more abso- 
lute. In the commerce clause which 
was written and adopted they 
sought protection of individual lib- 
erty of trade and all its incidents, 
protection from the then stifling 
and conflicting commercial regula- 
tions of the several states. They 
certainly did not intend to make 
possible an interference with indi- 
vidual liberty more restricting than 
any the most meddling of the states 
ever had dreamed of. 

“Violence to Essential Pwerpose.” 

“The suggested interpretations of 
the commerce clause does violence 
to its essential purpose and ignores 
its background. . 

“But as new wine may be put 
into old vessels despite the ancient 
warning, so new interpretations of 
constitutional provisions sometimes 
may be maintained, if the language 
used in them will support at all the 
new interpretations. The possible 
significance of a provision of the 
Constitution is not limited to its 
original purpose. It is not enough, 
therefore, to say that the suggested 
interpretation of the commerce 
clause never was intended by the 
Fathers. 

“It is enough to say that the price 
at which an owner offers to sell his 


With a full exposition of his, 
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commerce among the states. The 
meetings of the minds of vendor 
and vendee in an agreement as to 
price precedes any movement of 
the property sold and bought. Since 
the contract between the parties is 
no part of that commerce which 
Congress is given power to regu- 
late, Congress cannot directly regu- 
late the terms of the contract. 
Dissent By Holmes. 

“Can Congress accomplish the 
same end by indirection? Can it 
prohibit absolutely the movement 
in interstate commerce of things, 
harmless in themselves, unless they 
are sold at prices satisfactory to 
Congress? It is true, as was said 
by the venerable and _ prophetic 
Holmes in Hammer vs. Dagenhart, 
that, under its power to regulate 
interstate commerce, Congress, 
without rhyme or reason, ‘may pro- 
hibit any part of such commerce 
that Congress sees fit to forbid?’ 
He said that in dissent from the 
majority of his brethren. | 
“Until now at least the Supreme 
Court has declared that Congress 
has not quite such power. It can- 
not prohibit the movement in com- 
merce of harmless things because, 
forsooth, they were manufactured 
by child labor, or by vegetarians, or 
by teetotalers, or on any ground not 
related either to the character of 
the things transported or to keep- 
ing free and open the highways of 
commerce for all lawful purposes. 
Fixing the price at which the citi-

With practically every state in 
the Union that has legalized boxing 
having a State Athletic Commission, 
it is really unnecessary for the av- 
erage young boxer to be burdened 
with a manager. It is the absolute 
duty of every State Athletic Com- 
mission, when a contest is arranged 
in their state, to see that everybody 
concerned is amply protected, and 
this certainly goes for the boxer. 

The first objective of the so-called 
manager is to see that his boy has 
a soft spot on any boxing card. He 
then demands twice as much as the 
boy is worth, and usually, his next 
instruction to the boy, if his oppo- 
nent is at all worthy, is to take it 
easy and not put too much effort 
into the contest. 

This method has been in vogue for

With Semi-Martial Law.

SAARBRUECKEN, Saar Basin 


Territory, Dec. 31.—Anti-Nazis 
asked the League of Nations gov- 
erning commission today to declare 
semi-martial law in order to sup- 
press “terrorism gripping the Saar.” 
The request followed half a dozen 
violent week-end political clashes, in 


most of which opponents of a re- 
turn to Germany in the Jan. 13 
plebiscite were victims. 

Serious outbreaks occurred at 
Malstatt, a Saarbruecken suburb, 
early today, and in the town of 
Blieskastel yesterday afternoon. 
There were several minor clashes 
Saturday night, and further trouble 
is expected tonight, when cafes and 
restaurants will be permitted to 
remain open until after midnight. 
Local and international police have 
been ordered on all-night duty. 

Complains of “Flying Squad.” 

A petition asking that troops of 
the international army sent here by 
the League maintain order, said, 
“The secrecy of the plebiscite vote 
has been assured, but freedom of 
speech in the campaigns has not.” 

The request was forwarded to the 
commission by Johann Hoffmann, 
a Catholic leader of the German 
People’s party, which opposes a re- 
turn to Germany. Hoffmann was 
in the midst of the fight at Blies- 
kastel. where several persons were 
injured when an_ anti-Nazi rally 
was broken up. 

The anti-Nazis also asked the 
commission to bar the German 
Front’s (Nazi organization) “Fly- 
ing Discipiinary Squad,’ which the 
petition says is largely responsible 
for the series of week-end clashes. 
Nazis have no need of such a squad, 
the petitioners asserted, now’ that 
troops occupy the territory. 

Restaurant Wrecked.

youth was injured and the restau- 
rant where the fight occurred was 
wrecked. 

Six unidentified men, described 
by Nazis as “German emigrants,” 
were said to have attacked a group 
of Nazi youths in the restaurant 
after breaking in the-door and win- 
dows. Pistols were drawn and the 
Nazis barricaded themselves behind 
chairs and tables. The attackers 
fled when nearby residents, wak- 
ened by the shooting, ran to the 
scene.

A categorical denial that the anti- 
Nazi Catholic movement is financed 
by France was made by Hoffmann, 
who said: “I am willing to publish 
the sources of the Catholic funds 
providing the Nazis do likewise.” 

He said that the Catholics had re- 
ceived no money from France and 
had no “connections with French- 
men, directly or indirectly.” 

Shots were exchanged after Nazi 
meetings at Bouss, near Saarlouis 
and at Rockershausen and Burbach, 
both near Saarbruecken. A dozen 
persons were reported to have been 
slightly injured in these affrays.

The first prize was awarded 33 


years ago, in 1901, just as the cen- 
tury began. It was given to Emi: 
von Behring, and never was an 
honor more richly deserved. He 
first prepared and used antitoxin 


against diphtheria. 

The cause of diphtheria — the 
diphtheria bacillus—had been dis- 
covered and isolated first by an 
irascible old pathologist named 
Edwin Klebs, and afterwards by 
Frederick Loffler. Klebs was one 
of the most influential medical men 


of his day. It was-he, more than 
|anyone else, who persuaded path- 
ologists that such things as germs 
'actually caused diseases. And 90 
'years ago that took some persuad-

research well, and although he un- 
doubtedly saw the diphtheria ba- 
cillus a year or more before Loffler, 
he could not prove, as Loffler did, 
the relationship between it and the

To Loffler the strangest thing 
about the disease was that the 
germs remain only in one part of 
the body—on a little patch in the 
throat. How could they kill when 
there were so few of them, and 
they made relatively so little de- 
struction? 

It was Roux, a pupil of Pas- 
teur’s, who answered the question 
by showing that although they did 
stay in one place they formed, in 
their growth, a poison which 
spread all through the body. It 
was this poison—diphtheria toxin 


| —which killed.

Surely the person who chooses to 
take the risk of leaving the child 
alone in the car should at least be 
sure that he has taken every rea- 
sonable precaution to insure the 
child’s safety. The motor should be 
turned off, the keys. removed, the 
brakes set, and the car left in gear. 
Above all, the car should be parked 
in a protected spot where it is not 
likely to interfere in any way with 
the passing traffic.
